LONDON, May 31.—The Chronicle is persistent 
in its endeavors to goad Lord Salisbury into 
immediate actign to the end of maintaining 
the rights of England in Africa and there is a 
suspicion abroad that its utterances are in- 
spired by some one closely associated with 
the Premier in official life. It is pretty well 
known that Lord Sallsbury's policy of in- 
action in Africa is shared by all of his minis- 
terial colleagues and popular opinion is 
slowly veering toward a demand for a clearer 
explanation of the Governinent’s reasons for 
playing into Germany's hands than has yet 
been given. The passive policy of England 
has also attracted wide attention in Germany 
and emboldened the Berlin press to advise 
the application of more vigor to the Ger- 
man operations in Africa, The Berlin Post 
professes to see fufallible signs of the early 
downfall of Lord Salisbury’s Government, 
and declares that Germany is now in a po- 
sition of absolute independence of British 
public opinion in regard to Africa. In fact, 
evidence is not lacking in any direction to 
show that Germany does not care a rap what 
the British think of her African policy. 

The announcement was made to-day, how- 
ever, from a semi-official source that the 
statement that the presentment of their 
African boundary claims as urged by the Ger- 
man colonists has. caused irritation on the 
part of England is false. Eugland, this 
authcrity states, feels that the German Goy- 
ernment is certain to refuse to adopt as its own 
the extreme views of its colonists in Africa. 


To Avenge Siberian Outrages. 


Paks, May 31.—In an interview to-day one 
of the Nihilists arrested in this city Wednes- 
day declared that the recently reported atro- 
cities in Siberia had driven himself and his 
associates to the concoction ef desperate 
schemes for revenge. It was because of those 
outrages, he said, that their plans were 
formed and their experiments with dynamite 
bombs were made with a view to the use of 
that explosive, notin France, but in Russia. 
Mendeisobn, the Nihilist leader, now in the 
custody of the police of this city, was impli- 
cated in the Socialist troubles at Posen in 1883. 
He was at that time arrested, tried and sen- 
tenced toa longterm of imprisonment. Upon 
the completion of this sentence Mendelsohn 
was surrendered to the Russian authorities on 
the charge of having been engaged in an at 
tempt upon the life of the Czar. At the 
frontier he effected his escape, as has always 
been supposed, through the connivance of 
Russian officers.

THIRTEEN LIVES LOST. 


A RAILWAY TRAIN PLUNGES THROUGH AN 
OPEN DRAW- BRIDGE 


Oakland Creek, Near San Francisce, Cal., 

the Scene of the Calamity—How the Ace- 
dent Occurred and Where the Respensi- 
bility Lies—List ef the Victigms—The Con- 
ductor’s Story. . :

and Oakland. The yacht Juanita had just 
passed through the draw as thetrain ap- 
pedred moving toward Alameda. The draw- 
keeper saw the train, which was running ata 
high rate of speed, and attempted to close the 
draw, but it was too late, and the result was 
that the engine, tender and first coach, which 
was thronged with passengers, 
PLUNG£D INTO THE STREAM, 

which is very deep at that point. Engineer 
Sam Dunn and Firemhu O’Brien went down 
with the locomotive. The engineer saw the 
danger as he neared the edge of the stream 
and reversed the lever, but it was too late 
to avers the ca which followed. 


The between first and 
second coaches gave way, leaving the latter 
standing on fhe stationary portioa of the 
bridge. The|momentum was so great, how- 
ever, that the front was broken out of the sec- 
ond coach anda number of the passengers 
thrown in the water. The first coach, which 
followed the locomotive, went to the bottom 
of the muddy stream and then rose to the 
surface, the couplings holding it to the en- 
gine having given way. Severalof the pas- 
sengers who were not mangled and drowned 
were saved by the yachts and small boats 
which flocked to their rescue. 
THE WORK OF RESCUE. 
Those of the train men 
escaped went to work with an 
energy and succeeded in saving some 
of the unfortunate passengers, though a large 
majority of those in the first coach were 
drowned. Conductor Rerath and his crew cut 
open the top of the floating car and in afew 
minutes had taken out thirteen dead bodies. 
Three young women and three little giris 
were taken out half drowned and sent toa 
hospital in the vicinity. One of the women 
died soon after her arrival. The engineer 
and fireman could not be found and the con- 
clusion was reached that they had perished 
under the lecomotive and were buried 
deep in the mud bencath the 
unwieldy mass. As the bodies were taken 
out they were removed to an improvised 
morgue, where many heartrending scenes 
wee enacted during the afternoon and even- 
ng. 


THE CORRECT LIST.

Thousands of men, women and children 
flocked to the scene and the wildest excite- 
ment prevailed for atime. So great was the 
crowd on the bridge that the police had to 
drive them off, fearing that it would give way 
and cause a worse disaster than the first. 

WHERE THE CALAMITY OCCURRED. 

The cars of the Narrow Gauge road seat 
about fifty persons, and the seats are very 
close together. The water over which the 
bridge is built is an estuary of Sau Francisco 
Bay, and is commonly called the Oakiand 
Creek. Astrong current runs in the stream 
which at the point of the accident is about 300 
feet wide and 20 feet deep. Both sides of the 
creek are lined with shipping, and boatmen 
from the vesseis were of great assistance in 
resculng those who escaped from the car. The 
draw-bridge is about one hundred feet long, 
and just before the trains from San Francisco 
get on the bridge they have to come around @ 
sharp curve and usually travel ata high rate 
of speed. A passenger train crosses the bridge 
every half hour 2 day, and when the 
bridge is open the keeper is supposed to 
signal by hoisting a red flag. 

CONDUCTOR RERATH,

Army Officers Charged With Fraud.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31.—The army’s 
latest scandal is located at Tucson, Ariz., 
where a general court-martial will convene on 
the 10th prox. for the trial of more officers 


than have come  0before a  oourt at 
one time for many years. It has already been 
announced that Capt. Alonzo E. Mittimore, 
Assistant Quartermaster. is to be tried on 
charges of defrauding the Government. Late 
developments have resulted in an order from 
the War Department for the trial of three 
other officers, namely: Maj. Jos. W. Wham 
and Albert 8. Tower of the Pay Department 
and Maj. Amos 8. Kimball, Chief Quartermas- 
ter of the Department of Arizona. The two 
quartermasters are charged with fraud in 
having rented a room for their quarters 
to the Government fur sa sum nearly 
equivalent to _the amount paid 
for the whole house, thus getting their rent 
ractically free and their regular allowances 
or quarters in addition. This, it is said, was 
= ....accomplished by first hiring a whole house for 
certain sum and then getting their landlord 
' fo sign vouchers for the rent of one of the 
‘rooms for omce purposes for an amount 
nearly equal tothe rent for the entire house. 
The fraud alleged is in making the Govern- 
| ment pay much more for the quarters than 
. -they were actually worth. 
-Oapt. Mittimore is also charged with fraud 
im connection with the hire of quarters, but in 
| ‘@ much more flagrant way. It appears that he 
rented to the Government his own property, a 
little temporary frame shed, for an enormous 
amount for storage and other purposes; that 
it was not and could not be used for the vur - 
poses alleged in the vouchers, and that to 
avoid detection the name of one of his 
employes was used as the owner of the prop- 
erty. It is also alleged that he has his wife’s 
mame on the Government pay rolis as his 
cierk and one of his servants as janitor, and 
that there is no evidence to show that elther of 
them performed any services for the Govern- 
ment. There are other evidences of attempts 
to defraud the Government by fraudulent sig- 
natures to vouchers, ail of which go to make 
upacaseso strong against Mattimore that 
there can hardly be otherthana case against 
him. His dismissal is accepted as a foregone 
conclusion among officers here. Maj. Kimball 
Wil de charged with neglect of duty in not 
discovering or reporting these flagrant cases 
of fraud, which occurred under his adminis- 
tration.

ne Refuses to Give Either His Name or His 


Residence—It Is Supposed That He Lived 
in This  City—An’ Unfortunate Man 
Drowned in the Cahokia This Merning— 
News From Belleville. 


An unknown man died ‘at the East St. Louis 
Police Station this morning from the effects 
of a heavy dose of paris green, taken with 
suicidal intent. He was brought to the sta- 
tion from the river front, 
had iain since yesterday evening. 
About 9 o’clock last night he 
was seen lying on the river bank by a young 
man named Frank Beckman, who stated at 
the coroner’s inquest that he supposed the 
man to be intoxicated and did not molest him, 


away. About midnight the young man’s 
father discovered the prostrate form on the 
bank and called his attention to it. By this 


time the man had rolled down the bank to 
the water and Bis body was submerged to the 
waist. The father and son, seeing the 
stranger’s danger of being drowned, burried 
tohim and dragged him out ofthe water. 
They carried him to their homé and placed 
him on the stoop. He seemed to be weak, 
and ip a broken voice told them be had been 
taking medicine. Believing him to be drunk 
they left him onthe porch to sleep, Early 
this morning they found him in the same 
place and apparently much weaker. They 
notified the police and he was taken to the 
station. In his pocket was found a large 
bottle containing a —— that was pronounced 
paris green by a physician who was called to 
attend him. His face, hands, and even his 
clothes were besmeared with the 
oison, and enough it was 
eft in the bottle to kill 
a dozen men. When the physician arrived the 
stranger was past all human ald. He died 
within a few minutes after his arrival. Later 
in the afternoon Coroner Woods held as 
the. circgymetances 
above. 
The Coroner held an autopsy. No analysis 
was needed to discover the pature of the 
olson, asthe stomach contained so much of 
t that not one-fourth could have been dis- 
solved. A verdict was rendered in accordance 
with the facts. 
Before he died the man made a short state- 
ment to the officers at the station. He would 
only say that he lived in St. Louls. His home, 
he said, was at Twenty-first and Cass avenue. 
What had prompted him to take his life he 
refused to state. He also refusedto divulge 
his name. 

The statement that he lived on Cass avenue 
was probably made to prevent discovery of 
his identity, but the information was tele- 
graphed to the St. Louis police. The person 
of the suicide was marked in a way that will 
make identification very easy if any 
one who knows him reads of his 
death. The fingers of both his 
hands are partially gone, baving been ampu- 
tated between the first and second joints. 
From the appearance of the stumps the 
fingers were probably frozen. 

The man was seen about the streets of East 
St. Louls several days before bis death, 

seems to ave been a to- 
tal stranger. One man who viewed 
his body said he might be Charles Dehn, 
whom he bad formerly known in St. Louis, 
but was not positive. He appears to be about 
80 years old, is dark complected and has dark 
halr and mustache. His dress would indicate 
that he was a workingman in moderate cir- 
cumstances. 

DROWNED IN CAHOKIA. 

A middle-aged man named John Thomas 
was drowned this mornivg in Cahokia Creek 
above East St. Louis. e was engaged in 
seining minnows in the creek at a point above 
the Merchants’ bridge, in com- 

any with A little boy. Whlie 
eaning over the bank he was seized 
with an attack of epilepsy to which he was 
subject, and fell into the water. The boy 
attempted to rescue him, but the current 
carried the body awayfrom the bank. As 
there was no one else near, the frightened 
boy could do nothing but stand on 
the bank and watch the body 
until it sank. Then he hastened back 
to the city aud gave the alarm. Tne body was 
recovered a short distance below the spot 
where the boy sawit sink. Coroner Woods 
heid an inquest, at Which a verdict in accord- 
ance with the facts was returned. Thomas 
had no relations In this section. Nothing was 
known of his history. He was about 30 years 
old. He had been in the employ of Louis 
Bross, a saloon-«eeper on the Island, for sey- 
erul years. 

Freddie Zepp, a 10-year-old son of Frederick 
Zepp ofthe stock yards, was drowned while 
bathing in Cahokia Creek yesterday after- 
noon. He was seized with cramps and sank 
in the presence of several companions, young 
boys, who were unable to rescue him.

PRESS AND PUBLIC SENTIMENT- 
There is much truth of great. signifi- 
cance and value mixed up with obvious 
errors in the newspaper statistics with 


4 which Lord High Executioner CLARKSON 


is rebuking the various Republican clubs 
in his speech-making tour. The errors, 
however, are in his method of classifying 
and stating facts and are easily detected. 

He told the Norfolk Club at Boston 
that there are 320 Democratic dailies hav- 
ing a circulation over 1,000 each and but 
225 Republican dailies circulating over 
1,000 copies; that the Democratic dailies 
circulate 2,500,000 copies a day and the 
Republican dailies only 1,500,000 copies. 
Of weeklies the Democrats have 1,346 
with a circulation exceeding 1,000 each 
and an aggregate circulation of 4,250,000, 
while there are but 889 Republican week- 
hes circulating over 1,000 copies each and 
the aggregate of the Republican weekly 
circulation is only 2,500,000. 

These figures are taken from a newspa- 
per directory, and probably the only er- 
rorsin them arein classifying as Demo- 
cratic all papers opposing the party 
measures and policy of the Republicans, 
and in rather underrating the aggregate 
circulation of such papers. 

When CLARKSON spoke to the Americus 
Club in Bittsburg of the marvelous man- 
„ner in which the Democratic party has 
“been strengthening its lines in the news- 
„paper way in the past few years,” he 
should have spoken rather of the marvel- 
ous manner in which the Democratic lines 
have been strengthened by the voluntary 
support of independent papers that for- 
merly turned the scale in favor of the 
Republicans. Instead of asserting or in- 
timating that Mr. CLEVELAND’s post- 
masters had won the support of the 
independent press for the Democrats 
by pushing the circulation of Demo- 
cratic papers up to the preponderance 
shown by the quoted figures, Mr. CLARK- 
SON should have frankly warned his 
party that these figures simply show 
where the existing issues have driven 
the reading and thinking voters of the 
country.

European travelers visiting the Unitea 
States invariabiy declare thatthe residence 
districts of Boston are more attractive than 
those of New York. There is an easy expiana- 
tion to be offered for their preference for the 
New Engiand capital. Boston has founda 
substitute for shade trees in the finest resi- 
dence quarter. The long blocks of substan- 
tially built brick and stone houses there are 
covered with ivy trained as high as the sec- 
ond floor line or to the roof, as the taste of the 
occupant requires less or more of this beauti- 
fulscreen of fresh foliage.

as a Rock With the People in Mis Section 
—Will White Withdraw 


Judge Gantt of Clinton, Henry County, one 
of the principal aspirants for Supreme Judge, 
s in the city to-day, and he and Judge 
Thomas, the Southeast’s favorite, met this 
morning at the Laclede and discussed the 
situations Judge Gantt was seen by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter and said: 

„No man can now tell anything about wha, 
the outcome will be. There will be more pri- 
maries held throughout the State te-day than 
have yet been held, and when the results are 
known then a more accurate judgment of the 
standing of the respective candidates can de 
formed. Judge Burgess’ friends claim that 
he is much the strongest candl- 
date in the race, and I suppose 
he is, as he has the advantage of having made 
several canvasses. I have not been around 
the State much because there are 80 many as- 
pirants that each is confining himself pretty 
much to marshaling all the forces he can 
from his own sectton. I am hopeful of the 
result, and I donottbink tnere is any candi- 
date who can be more.’’ 

One argument that is being made by Judge 
Gantt’s supporters as to why he should be 
selected is that the Supreme Court is now 
badly in need ofa worker, and he is one, and 
will be likely to meet all demands which 
would be made@upon bim during the ten 
years’ term. The same argument is, how- 
ever, as strongly urged on behalf of Judge 
Burgess. Both of these candidates have a 
very strong following among the lawyers 1 
the State for this very reason. The Suprem 


Court is away behind on its docket, and it is 
said that there are only two of the Judges who 
are — of performing a big amount of 
work. 

In yesterday’s Posr- Disrarck it was stated 
that a gentleman named Craig of Chariton 
County was reported to be gomg around the 
State trying to create the impression that 
Burgess’ support was weak. This morning 
the Post- DISPATCH received a telegram from 
Mr. J. W.Craig of Salisbury, Mo., stating that 
such reports were without foundation iu 
fact. ‘‘Burgess at home,’’ he says, ‘‘is as 
solid as a rock with the people.

1888 and 1889, just issued, presents a very fa- 
vorable showing of the State finances. 


He saves: The collection of taxes, especially 


for the lagt three years, has been very satis- 
factory, d, 


property for unpaid taxes, the littie litigation 
—except as to taxes due on personal property 
in the parish of Orleans for years other than 
the current year—clearly show decided im- 
provement in the manner in which the assess- 
ors and collectors throughout the State have 
discharged their duties. 

The figures of total receipts in the treasury 
from all sources ciearly indicate the rapid 
rise in revenues: Total receipts in treasury 
1889, $2,212,373.73; 1888, $2,231,49).16; 1887, 
$2,022,206.74; 1886, $2,035,851.66; 1882, $1,499,- 
670.22. lt will be seen that the increase in 
collections during 1888 and 1889 amounts to 
more than $200,000 per annum, and that since 
1882 there has been a growth of nearly three- 
quarters ofa million of dollars. This addi- 
tion to the Income of the State has not come 
from an increase in the assessments, as 
shown by the following comparison of the 
assess mont rolls of the entire State:

The Auditor ssys of the Increase in 1889 over 
the figures of 1888: ‘‘This increase has been 
brought about principally by the addition of 
much personal property which has heretofore 
escuped taxation.’’

Wen the legal 
questions concerning the tax on corporations 
now pending before the courts shall bave 
been eettied, the revenue will be enlarged 
fully $50,000 or $60,000, to which there wil! be 
large accessions from the licenses on foreign 
insurance companies.

that there will be a sum of $23,000 from the in- 


terest tax fund in the future, over and above 
the amount that has been appropriated for 
interest on the puplic debt, that can be turned 
into the general fund, and there is a surplus 
of $50,000 carried over from the appropria- 
tions of 1889. .

ALMOST WRECKED THE BRIDGE, 


An Early Morning Collision, Under the 
Twelfth Street structure—Traific Stepped. 


A few minutes after 4 o’clock this morning 
a Missouri Pacific freight car jumped the 
track in the yards, duectly under the Twelfth 
street bridge and struck a box car which 
stood onan adjoining track, driving it with 
terrific force against one of the iron supports 
of the bride. The pillar snapped off short 


and about fifty feet of the west side of the 
heavy structure above came down with 6 
crash. Four Missouri Pacifie freight cars 
were caught beneath the mass of iron and 
wood, and were almost totally demolisbed. 
The trains were going in opposite directions 
at the time of the accident. he engines had 
gone beyond the bridge on either side and the 
trainmen, with the exception of the engineers 
and firemen, were on the rear ends. Ia this 
way all escaped injury. The bridge suffered the 
greatest damage. When it sank the cars be- 
low sustained the weight and stopped any 
farther fall, thus preventing the collanse of 
the adjoining pillars and the fall of the two 
sections’ thus supported. The damaged 
— is a little south of the middle of the 
ridge and extends a distance of from 50 to 
70 feet along the west side of the structure. 
The footpath onthe East End is intact, the 
support on that side withstanding the strain. 
Foot passengers can thus pass over in safety. 
The cars on the Scullion lines stopat either 
end ofthe bridge and passengers are given 
transfer tickets for the remainderof their 
trip. It bad been announced that the electrie 
cars on this line would be placed in active 
operation by to-morrow.

Canadian Pacific and the American 


Railways. 


By Teiegravh tothe POST-DISPATOR. 

MONTREAL, May 31.—A dispatch from Wash- 
ington yesterday stating that the Pennsyl- 
vania, Vanderbilt, Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific and other American railroads were 
uniting in an attack on Canadian roads in con- 
sequence of Senator Cullom’s resolution draw- 
ing attention tothe inroads of Canadian rail- 
roads, and especially the Oanadian Pacific 
upon American freighttrafiic from Western 
points to Atlantic ports was shown toa Ca- 
nadian Pacific official to-day. He said that 
the Canadian Pacific had no feur of a combi- 
nation of Americaa roads against it, as its 
road is associated with all the roads of the 
United States in transcontinental trade 
through* the Transcontinental Association. 
The facts in connection with this association 
are these: All the railways in the association, 
recognizing the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
was not on a footing to compete with them on 
even terms for American transcontinental 
freight, as it had no rall coanections with 
Pacific ports in the United States, allowed the 
company a differential transcontinental rate, 
a handicap, as it were, in favor of the Cana- 
dian road. Canadian Pacific agents at San 
Francisco are allowed by an reement be- 
tween the roads to take freight for New York 
at a considerably less rate than any of the 
American roads. This differential for the 
rate just enables the Canadian road to coms 
pete on equal terms with the American roads, 
and it has been receiving a good share of 
American transcontinental freight. Any 
action, therefore, hostile to the Canadian 
Pacific will be in direct contravention of the 
agreement entered into between the different 
roade with the ultimate consequence in plain 
view.

He Wishes to Hear Both Sides of the Schoo! 
Beard Centreversy Before He Acts—The 
Millerites Cited to Appear in Court Next 
Tuesday Mornisg—The Applieatien fer 
the Injunction Made in the Name of 
Alois Thoman. 


Frank M. Eetes, representing the Auler fac- 
tion ofthe School Board. filed a petition in 
Judge Dillon’s Courtthis morning asking for 
a writ of injunction to prevent the Miller fac- 
tion ofthe board acting as a Sehool Board or 
considering themselves a quorum. The 
defendants named in the petition are Charles 
F. Miller, John R. Holmes, Charles W. Bar- 
atow, Louis D. Dozier, Edward J. O'Connor, 
John W. O'Connell, Patrick J. Kelley, John 
Sheahan, J. Richardson and Walter F. McEn- 


tire, 
THE PETITION 


is brought in the name of Alois Thoman, who 
says he is a citizen and owns property 


in this city on which he has paid taxes. The 
Schooi Board isa corporation, he says, and 
was instituted in 1883, and then gives a histo 

ofthe corporation and tells of its rights ana 
powers, among which is mentioned the con- 
trol af the schools, the school property in this 
city and the making of rules and or- 
dinances for the government of the same. 
He states further that this power gives the 
board control of large and valuable tracts of 
land and large sums of money. It also has 
the right to judge of the qualifications and 
elections of its own members, and the rights 
to callan election. The body, he says, is 
composed of twenty-one members, and one 
of its rules is that no less than a majority shall 
transact any business as a board. He then 
states that on May 20 last the gentlemen 
mentioned met in the School Board room ana 
that they were the only ones present. Regar4- 
less of the fact that they were not a majority 
of the board of twenty-one members, they un- 
lawfully received and accepted the resig- 


nation of Oscar H. Bollman, and then 
called an election for. Jun 17, 
1890, in the Fourth District to fill 
the vacancy wade by the death 


of August Reimler, and an election in the 
First District to fill the vacancy made by the 
resignation of Mr. Bollman. They declared 
the seat of Henry L. Rogers vacantand elect- 
ed Wm. Koenig a Director at Large to succeed 
him, and allowed Mr. Koenig to participate in 
the meeting. A resolution was passed, he 
says, ousting Hugo Auler, the President, 
and Henry L. Rogers, the Vice-President, and 
putting in their places Charles Miller as Presi- 
dent and John W. O'Connell as Vice-Pres!- 
dent. Mr. Thoman by bis attorney declares 
that this thing has pene far enough. The 
rights of the people, his own rights and the 
people's money are at stake and un- 
less the Miller faction, now in 
the majority, is restrained and prevented 
from further affectuating and carrying out 
their unlawful and illegal acts and resolu- 
fions, from spending immense sums of money 
tor re-elections, from misappropriating the 
funds and revenues and from usurping the 
offices of the board, the residents, 
tax-payers and other members of the 
board will suffer great and irreparable 
loss, damage and injury in personal 
and property rights, powers, duties and priv- 
lleges. The funds will be greatly jeopardized 
and exposed to emminent danger and loss.

After — the petition which covers ft 
teen pages of closely type written matter, 
Mr. Estes asked that a writ and injunction be 
granted immediately. Judge Dillon said he 
aid not care to make an order 
on the mere hearing ofthe petition. He 
would prefer to wait until he heard the other 
side before even granting a restraining order, 
and he would therefore order the defendants, 
the Miller faction, to appear in court next 
Tuesday morning and show cause why a writ 
of injunction should not be granted.

The winter, it will be remembered, was 
Very mild, and contained but a trifle of ice- 
making weather. 

THE HARVEST WAS QUITE SMALL. 
Wm. L. Huse estimates that to-day there is 
Rot more than 40,000 tons of ice in store 
within fifty miles of St. Louis, while the 
amount needed for an average season in St. 
Louis he puts at 200,000 tons. This estimate 
shows that St. Louis will be compelled to 


purchuse at the North 160,000 tons of ice in 
addition to her stock on hand. 

Up to the present timo shipments of ice to 
St. Louis from St. Paul have arrived with but 
very little shrinkage, the weather having 
been quite cool, and the demand being mod- 
erate t e price has remained low. But when 
real warm weather arrives, when the shrink- 
age in shipment increases and the demand 
grows clamorous, all icemen look forward to 
a large advance in prices. Their expecta- 
tion is that there will be a warked 
advance about July 1. While there 
is little probability of such ai pool 
as attempted to exist two years ago, being 
formed there is no doubt that as the weather 
warms the effect of a pool will be bere. 

Just now, as has been stated, St. Louls has 
the advantage of sister cities.

It has been 
customary heretofore for dealers to add to 
city rates from 5 to 10 cents for suburban busi- 
ness, but this has not been done this season, 
nor has wagon waste been deducted from 
weight in selling as there has been very little 
waste. 

Up to date St. Louls consumers have had an 
advantage of from 10 to 15 cents per bundred 
pounds over last season. and should ocon- 
tinued cool weather disappoint the dealers 
will not have cause to regret the mildness of 
last winter. .

Henee 
from an early period men  bave used 
the right hand to fight with, and have 
employed the right arm chiefly to cover the 
heart and parry a blow aimed at that speci- 
ally vulnerable region. And when weapons 
of offense and defense supersede mere fists 
and teeth, it isthe right hand that grasps the 
spear or sword, while the left holds over the 
heart for defense tne shield or buckler. From 
this simple origin, then, the whole vast differ- 
ence of right and ett in civilized life takes its 
beginning. At first, no doubt, the superiority 
of the right hand was only felt in the manner 
of fighting. But that alone gave it a dis- 
tinct pull, and paved the way at last for the 
supremacy elsewhere; for when weapons 
came into use the habitual employment of the 
tight hand to grasp the spear, sword or knife 
made the nerves or muscies of the right side 
far more obedient to the control of 
the will than those of the left. The dexterity 
thus acquired by the right—see how the word 
‘‘dexterity’’ (from the Latin dexter, the right) 
implies the fact—made it more natural for the 
early hunter and artificer to employ the same 
hand preferentially in the manufacture of 
flint, hatchets, bows and arrows, and all the 
other manifold activities of savage life. It 
was the hand with which he grasped bis 
weapon; it was, therefore, the hand with 
which he chipped it, Tothe end, however, 
the right hand remains especially ‘*the hand 
in which you bold your Kaife;’’ aud that is 
exactiy how your own children to this day de- 
cide the question, which is which, when they 
begiv to know their right hand from their left 
for practical purpeses. i 

Now man being right handed, it would nat - 
urally be supposed that he is also right 
legged, but this does not appear to be the 
case. Standing and working with his right 
hand, there is atendency to use the left leg 
for balance. Many people find less exertion 
in going round circles to the right than in 
circles to the left. Race paths are nearly 
always made for running in circies to the 
right. So the majority of movements are 
more readily performed to the right, as danc- 
ing, running, etc. The rule in walking is. to 
keep to the right, and this appears to be 
almost universal. it is more natural 
to bear to the right. Of a large 
number of people from the better edu- 
cated classes asked about the existence of the 
rule, only 67 per cent ef males and 53 per cent 
ofthe females were aware of the rule. The 
large majority obey it unconsciously in walk- 
ing. Urowds tend to bear to the right. The 
left leg being the stronger, it is more readily 
brought into action. Hence, soldiers start off 
with the left foot. It is the foot which is 
placed into the stirrup of the saddle or step of 
bieyole when mounting. Sothe left is the foot 
which aman takes off frominjumping. In 
the experiments ef Mr. G. H. Darwin, biind- 
foiding boys and telling them to walk straight, 
the right-handed one diverged to the rlaht, and 
vice-versa. From measurements of Dr. Garson 
of theskeletons of the two legs. in 52.2 per 
cent the left leg was the longer, and 35.8 the 
right. For measurements of feet Prof. Ball 
collected the drawings and measurements of 
200 pairs, with the result that in 44 per cent 
the left was longer, in 21.5 per centthe right, 
and in 34.5 per cent they were the same size. 
Measurement at the first joint gave 56 per cent 
left larger, and at the instep 42.5 per cent. 

From the table of the figures it is observed 
that the left foot is more frequently the larger 
in the male than in the femaie. The percent- 
age of the right larger than the left is very 
constant, whereas the numbers of the left 
larger and those In which both feet were the 
same size are much more variabie. Man, 
being naturally or artificially right-handed 
and left-footed, tends unconsciously to bear 
tothe right; lower animals, on the other 
hand, appear nearly always to circle to the 
lett. 


BE RLIN’S MILK CONSUMPTION. 


Enormous Daily Supply in the Prussian 


Capital. 


The consumption of milk in Berlin is truly 
astonishing. It is estimated that no less than 
halt a million quarteaday are sold, and th 
Berliners expend 340,000 marks daily for milk, 
butter and cheese. The number of dairies in 
Berlin and its immediate vicinity are small 
when compared with the population;so that 
the greater part ofthe milk must be brought 
from a distance, Notonly the railways bring 
thousands of quarts, butthe steamers, small 
boats and wagons ofevery description arrive 
atthe capital at all hours ofthe night, and 


the supply from a distance is at least 400,000 
quarts aday, leaving only 100,000 to be sup- 
plied by the Berlin dairies and suburban vi- 
liages. 

he market police of the Prussian capital 
enjoy a world-wide reputation for integrity 
and intelligence. It is owing to their untiring 
efforts that the Berlin markets ot to-day leave 
little to be desired concerning the excelience 
oftheir wares. Thanks to the unremitting 
vigilance of State and city officiais but little is 
exhibited in the Berlin markets which is not 
what its owner claims forit. Such a state of 
affairs is in striking Contrast with the bald 
misrepresentations which were of constant 
occurrence in these markets twenty or 
even ten years back. Mii, however, is sub- 
jected to a closer scrutiny than any other 
marketable commodity, and it is well that it 
should be so. 

The countless little lives that depend upon 
this liquidfor their sustenance makes such 
scrutiny a necessity and any neglect a crim- 
inal offense. For yearsthe mortality among 
children in Berlin was fearful, but within the 
past decade it has greatly decreased and num- 
perless lives have been saved by no other 
means than that of carefully examining 
every quart of milk offered for sale in the 
olty. 

Those dealers who bave evaded the law, 
whose milk has ſor a time escaped examina- 
tion, have, when detected, whether their 
milk was adulterated or not, received such 
punishment and suffered so in their business 
interests in consequence, that now all dealers 
hasten to the appointed places anxious to put 
themselves lu the hande of an Inspector and 
have their examination over with and to be 
off. 


A Much Married Kieg.

Polygamy is practiced to an extravagant do- 
gree in Ashantee. The more wives a man has 
the higher his social importance. The num- 
ber whicha manin private life may have is 


| imited by his ability to purchase and support 
them, but the number of wives a king may 
have is limited by law—limited to the modest 
number of 8,833, and it is said that he usually 
does not far exceed this limit. 

At any rate, he must have more wives than 
any of bis subjects, or bis respectability wili 
suffer. I wus told by the American consular 
agent at Eimira that the present King actually 
has the 8,838 wives, and that he bas 600 chi. 
dren. Ali the King bas to do to geta wife is 
to choose any female he pleases, no matter 
how young she may be. Girls are often 
chosen when less than 10 years old, and in 
such cases they are left with their mothers un- 
til of mature age, at which time they are taken 
to join the rest of the 3,338. No man is ever al- 
lowed to see any of the King’s wives, and 
should he even accidentally see one his pun- 
ishmentisdeath. Those wives, during the 
working season, attend to the King’s planta- 
tions, but the rest of the time they live at 
Coomassie, the Ashantee capital, where they 
occupy two long streets. hen they go out 
for a walk in a body, as is often the case, they 
are preceded by a number of eunuchs who 
heraid their coming, that all men may dis- 
appear and avoid looking upon them. When 
thie is Impossibie they must fall upon their 
faces to the ground. 

It a white man happens to be there, and 
understands not the law the eunuchs turn his 
face away from the advancing women.

HOW MANY WORDS IN ENGLISH? 


Authorities Vary Ail the Way From 36,000 
to 100,000. 


From Chambers’ Journal, 

An interesting qaiestion suggested by an 
ancient waif of a book is the number of Eu- 
glish words now existing. Considerable dif- 
fdreuce of opinion exists on this point. Mr. 
George P. Marsh, an American author of re- 
pute, in his Lectures on the English 


Language,’’ estimates that the number (in 
1861) probably does not fail short of 100. 000; 
and large additions, especially in art and 
scieace, have come into use since that date. 
Other writers, however, come toa different 
conclusion, and think that 40,000 would in- 
clude the whole. It depends a good deal on 
how calculations are made. If all the sub- 
sidiary words—partieiples and the like—are 
to be taken into account it will swell the sum 
total considerably. 

Taking the first three words that occur at 
random we find that from ‘‘demonstrate,’’ in 
one of our modern dictionaries, there are 
thirteen derivatives; from the word ‘‘bright’’ 
there are twelve, and from ‘‘deplore’’ there 
areten. There is also redundance in other 
forms. In one of Todd’s editions of Dr. John- 
son there are upward of eighty words with the 
prefix ‘‘all’’—all-complying, all-divining, all- 
drowsy, and so on—a notable instance of dic- 
tionary padding. In ways like these the vo- 
cabularly may be indefinitely increased. 
Probably, if we take leading words and al! 
their derivatives, the number at the present 
time will exceed Mr. Marsh’s estimate. An 
approximate verification ot this may be found 
by multiplying the number of pages in any 
Ete modern dictionary by the average num- 

er of words in a page. 

Shakspeare’s works; itis believed, include 
about fifteen thousand separate words, and 
Milton’s about eight thousand; but from these 
figures we have no criterion of the extent of 
the actual English vocabulary. It may be 
mentioned here that while Cockeram has only 
about seven thousand or eight thonsand 
words, there are in Bailey’s Dictionary ap- 
proximately about thirty-six thuosand, and in 
Johnson's pot more than that. In some ot 
the larger modern works, again, the figures, 
as has been said, reach to upward of one hun- 
dred thousand. 

In Dr. Jobnson’s vocabulary many techni- 
cal and scientific terms were omitted, and in 
his original preface he excuses himself in a 
very naive and characteristic fashion. ‘‘I 
could not,“ he says, ‘‘visit caverns to learn 
the miner’s language, nor take a voyage to 
perfect my skillin the dialect of navigation, 
nor Visit the warehouses of merchants and the 
shops of artificers to gain the names of wares, 
tools, and operations of which no mention is 
foundin books. An adverse critic might be 
inclined to ask, Why not? But, all the same, 
It will be readily conceded that he did a great 
work according to his lights. The science of 
Philology has been revolutionized since his 
day, but his labors largely contributed to the 
earlier stages of its progress.

It is the motber from whom 
the greater part of the happpiness of the 
home proceeds. If she dies the home disinte- 
grates, or it is not unasual that another 
comes in to take her place— foreign and 
alien element, before whom the old union and 
happiness may possibly fly. To preserve this 
home and this happiness, one would im- 
ag ne, should be the first effort of the daugh- 
ter, that she should, out of regard for her 
own comfort and gratification, as well as for 
that of others, seek every means to make life 
easy to the mother, to insure her health and 
length of days. Never again willany daugh- 
ter have such a friend as this mother; no fond 
adorer’s eyes will ever follow her with the 
same disinterested love as this mother’s eyes 
do, nor Will any give her the sympathy she 
does. Itis wild folly on the daughter’s part 
that lets the mother waste ber strength, in-

Two Lives Lost and Many Péople Badly In- 
jured—A Frighttul Seene During the De- 
struction of the Edifice—Hew the Fire 
Originated—Histery of the Burned Buila- 
ing—Names of the Dead and Injured. 


ORT WORTH, Tex., 
May 31.—The Texas 
Spring Palace, the 
pride of the Lone 
Star State, the 
opening of which 
was made an event 
in the history of 
the State and coun. 
try, was burned to 
the ground last 
night, and one 
man was burned [| 
to death. Twenty 
people were badly 
hurt, three were 
fatally injured and 
there are 10,000 
sorry hearts in the 
city of Dallas to-day. The confusion result- 
ing from the loss has not yet subsided and 
the cause of the fire this morning is said to be 
from cigarettes which two boys were smoking 
on the sly in the gallery. 
THE FIRST ALARM. 

Over 7,500 people were seated in the Grand 
Music Hall from 8 o’clock until 10:30 o’clock, 
when the concert was over, and as the crowd 
filed out the attendants began removing the 
chairs from the parquet to make room for the 
dance which was to follow. R. M. Sellers was 
superintending the work when he happened 
to glance up at the second gallery under the 
eastern dome and there saw, in front of two 
little girls, a small tongue of fire spring 
out, He called the attendants to- 
gether quietly and ey rushed upstairs 
with buckets and axes and were 
soon joined by the fire company 


located in the building, carrying babcooks, 
The fire it seems had been burning some time 
in the vacant space between the celling of the 
first gallery andthe floor of the second gal- 
lery, and as the axes tore up the floor a fur- 
nace of flame was discovered in the hollow 
space under the floor. 
A HEROIC BATTLE. 

The flames being given an opening and 
draft leaped out and drove the brave men 
back. They held their ground, trying to keep 
the flames in the gallery until every one was 
out of the building, but a red glare was 
seen on the first gallery, the flames 
had eaten thelr way through and to save 
their lives, then in great peril, the firemen 
and citizens fled. When Mr, Sellers and jis 
handful of attendants rushed up-stairs and 
began chopping the floor away, the attention 
of the crowd was calied to the noise and 
smoke and apanicensued. Shrieks and cries 
were heard on every side. There were 8,000 
people in the building. It was the occasion 
for heroes and they sprang up in hundreds all 
over the house. In amoment, as though the 
arrangement had all been planned long be- 
fore, a hero sprang to each window and pre- 
vented the bewildered women and frantic 
men from jumping out of the second and 
third stories.

HE wonderful speed and 
efficiency developed by 
the United States torpedo 
boat ‘*‘Cushing’’ has not 
only delighted the naval 
officers of this country, 
but has also attracted the 
attention of European: 
nations to what is prob- 
ably the most formidable 
vessel of her size afloat. 
The vessel should be an 
exceptionally good one 
to be worthy of her 
name, for a more gallant 
officer than W.B.Cushing never served in any 
navy on earth. Many daring feats were per- 
formed on both sfdes during the re- 
bellion, but te, if any, equalled 
in cool calculation and desperate courage the 
destruction of the rebel ram Albemarie in 
Plymouth harbor, North Carolina. 
THE BUILDER OF THE ALBEMARLE. 

The designer and builder of the vessel, Mr. 
Gilbert Elliott, has long been a resident of this 
city. In speaking of this vessel, Mr. Elliott 
said: It was avery difficult matter to build 
her, and no ship of war was ever constructed 
under more adverse circumstances. There 
wasascarcity of accomplished shipwrights, 
and the machinery available for drilling holes 
for rivets in her iron armor was most inade- 
quate. But we went to work with a will, and 
in the spring of 1864 the ram was 
completed. She was 152 feet long, 45 feet 
wide, and was built on the general plan of 
the Merrimac. Her armament consisted of two 
rified Brooks 100 pounders. The vessel was 


by no means perfect, but was far more than a 
match for any of the United States steamers in 
Pemlico Sound. With her it was the inten- 
tion of the Confederates to attempt to break 
the blockade. On April 18, 1864, the Albe- 
marie, commanded vy Capt. J. W. Cooke, 
steamed into the sound and engaged part 
of the Union fleet. The result was the 
wrecking of the Southfeld and the 
driving off of the Mlaml. A month later 
the Albemarle steamed out into the sound 
and engaged the entire Union fleet, con- 
sisting of several well-armed gunboats. For 
over an hour fifty-five guns were fired at the 
Albewarle, mostly at short range, without 
producing any appreciable effect on her 
shield. Seeing the uselessness of the fire, the 
Sassacus, a double-ended wooden steamer, 
coneeived the bold plan of running down the 
ram. 
SEIZING A FAVORABLE OPPORTUNITY, 

the Sassacus rammed tue Albemarle at full 
speed. For a moment it seemed as if the ves- 
sel must go; the after deck of the ram was 
forced under water, and a perfect 
flood poured into the portnoles. She soon 
righted, however, and senta shot through 
the boiler of the Sassacus, disabling a number 
of her crew and rendering the vessel heipless. 
In spite of her desperate condition, the Sassa- 
cus continued firing until she drifted out of 
action. The sailin.-master ofthe Sassacus 
was Charles A. Boutelle, since so prominent

The Navy Department was 
at its wits’ end, as no ironclad could cross 
Hatteras Bar, and the Albemarle was more 
than a match for all the wooden vesseis of the 
blockading sqnadron. Cushing determined 
to attempt to blow her up with a torpedo. 
The story of how he accomplished his purpose 
can best be told in his own language. 
CUSHING’S FEAT. 

In his account of the expedition he says: 

„Finding some boais building tor picket 
duty, I selected two and proceeded to fit them 
out. They were open launches, about thirty 
feet in length, with small engines and pro- 
pelled by a screw. A 12- pounder howltzer 
was fitted to the bow of exch, and a boom was 
rigged out, some fourteen feet in length, 
ewinging by a goose-neck hinge to the bluff of 
the bow. A topping lift, carried to a stanch- 
ion inboard, raised or lowered it, and the tor- 
pedo was fitted into an iron slide at the end. 
This was intended to be detached from 
the boom by means of a _ heel-jizger 
leading inboard, and to be exploded by 
another line, connecting withapin, which 
helda grape shot over a nipple and cap. 
On the night of the 27th of October we en- 
tered thé river, taking in tow a small cutter 
with a few men, the duty of whom was to dash 
aboard the Southfield at the first hail and pre- 
vent any rocket from being ignited. 

‘*Fortupe was with our iittie boat, and we 
actually passed within thirty feet of the 
pickets without discovery and neared the 
wharf wherethe rebels lay all unconscious. 
Just as 1] was shoering in close to the wharf, a 
hall came, sharp and quick, from the iron- 
clad, and in an instant was repeated. lat 
once directed the cutter to cast off, and go 
down to capture the guard left in our rear, 
and ordering all steam went at the dark 
mountain of iron in front of us. A heavy fire 
was at once opened upon us, not ouly from 
the ship, but from men stationed on tbe 
shore. This aid not disable us, and we neared 
them rapidly.
